Washington — (NC) — In- 
dividual operators, rather than

year 1956. 

This percentage is the estimate 
a spokesman in the Inspectors Of- 
fice of the department made in 
elaboration of an. announcement 
by Postmaster General Arthur 
Summerfield on the number of ar- 
rests for postal law violations,

Notre Dame—‘“The layman 
has a religious vocation, a mis- 
sion, a mandate to teach and 
work for Christ,’ Bishop Leo 
A. Pursley told 3,500 delegates 
to the Catholic Students Mis- 
sion Crusade convention here last 
week 

He said that “The Church is try- 
ing hard to help the layman appre- 
ciate the full meaning of his mem- 
bership in the Church... not in 


the strict sense of the sacramental |

priesthood, but in the 
sphere of the layman’s place.” 


BISHOP PURSLEY described 
the “layman’s place” as “not at 
the altar of the Church but in the, 
sanctuary of the home, not from | 
the pulpit, but from every single 
vantage point open to the layman | 
in the associations of his private 
and public life.”

Father Badin's 
Life In Midwest 
Is Published 


Milwaukee —(NC)— A_ biog- 
raphy of Father Stephen T. Badin, 
known as the “Apostle of Ken- 
tucky,” has been published by 
Bruce Publishing company here. 
The volume called “Stephen T. 
Badin, Priest of the Wilderness” 
was written by J. Herman Schau- 
inger. 


FATHER BADIN, a native of 
France, also has the distinction of 
being the first priest ordained in 
the United States by Bishop John 
Carroll of Baltimore. The ceremony 
took place May 25, 1793, in St. 
Peter’s Pro-Cathedral in Baltimore. 

Shortly after his ordination 
Father Badin left for the Ken- 
tucky misisons where for many 
months he was the only priest 
laboring among the newly ar- 
rived settlers in that state. Dur- 
ing his over 50 years of mission- 
ary work, Father Badin traveled 
through Kentucky, Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Indiana and Illinois bring- 
ing the sacraments to the widely 
scattered settlers, 

Much of the early life of the 
church in Kentucky is due to his 
great eiforts. When Bishop Bene- 
dict Flaget became first Ordinary 
of Bardstown (later changed to 
Louisville) Kentucky, Father Badin 
served as his vicar general, 

After a stay of several years in 
France, Father Badin returned to 
the United States in 1828. In the 
succeeding years he / traveled 
through the area which he had 
*vangelized and attended the dedi- 
i of many churches whose 
st missionary he had been.

In matters of| 
dogma the Orthodox church actu- 
ally is very close to Rome and 
Protestants should object to Orth- 
odox teachings at least as much 
as they object to Catholic doctrine, 
he wrote. 


He added that the Orthodox 
ehurches on this side of the Iron 

urtain are purposely ignored by 
the Protestant groups for reasons 
of political expediency not relating 
to faith or morals.
